Omaha, Neb., Oct. 1G.—Seven pas- 


sengers were killed and 24 injured in 
a head-on collision on the 
Missouri 


Pacific railroad near Ft. Crook Sun- 
day, when the St. Louis passenger, 
northbound, collided with an extra 
freight south bound. 
The 
injured 


•were rushed to the Post Hospital and 
the surgeons from the fort were the 
first on the scene to give attention to 
those hurt. 


Governor Gilchrist of Florida, who 


was a passenger, acted the part of a 
hero 
when tor more than 
an hour 


he \vorked among the dead and in- 
jured. 


Although badly shaken 
tip 
and 


bruised in a number of places, 
the 


governor refused to 
accept aid for 


himself until all the injured 
were 


made comfortable. He then accepted 
the hospitality of the general in co-m- 
mand at Ft. Crook, near where the 
accident occurred, and was driven no 
that officer's quarters, later coming 
into Omaha. Governor Gilchrist was 
enroute 
to Omaha to attend the 


American Prison Congress. 


At the point of the collision the 
track makes a sharp curve, shutting 
off the view of the Ft. Crook station. 
It was at this point that Engine-p- 
Crawford of the freight train, caught 
sight of No. a.03, which was coming 
at 
high 
speed. He whistled and 


slackened speed. 


When the passenger did not an-- 


swer he concluded that it was a train 
on the adjoining Burlington- track's. 
When within a few car 
lengths of 
each other both 
crews realized-the 


danger and reversed their engines. 
The momentum of 
the passengei 


howeveV, was so great that in a mo- 
ment it was piled high upon 
the 


freight'engine 
which 
had 
almost 


stopped. 
The crews of both engines 


jumped. 


The impact derailed both 
engines 


and telescoped the mail cars and the 
passenger coach, in which about forty 
persons were riding. 


The coach was a mass of wreckage 


at the forward end, and the dead and 
dying were caught in every position. 
The first man found was Fred W. 
Rowttmann, who, blinded by blood, 
was crawling for his wife and child, 
who afterward were found dead 


The train 
crew and 
passengers 


worked under the direction of 
Dr 


Colliver until the arrival of the army 
post medical" corps. A call was sent 
to Omaha for medical assistance and 
the post operating room was turned 
over to the civilian doctors, who at 
once began to perform such emergen- 
cy operations as were necessary. 


Two squads of soldiers established 


a guard about the mail cars while 
the hospital corps pushed the work 
of rescue.

key is universally regarded as 
an attempt of the Italians to 
seize Tripoli. Back of this it 


Is a part of a universal movement to 
eliminate Turkey from Europe and 
Africa 
Fully to understand this move- 


ment one must go back thirteen centu- 
ries, to the very beginning of the Mos- 
lem faith. 
The" creed of Islam has 


boun essentially that of the sword. In 
its case tho prophecy of the Kazarene 
has boon literally fulfilled, "They that 
take the sword shall perish witli the 
s\\ ord." 


In the beginning the Jlohaminedatis 


swept over parts of three continents. 
Nothing seemed able to stand before 
them. 
Over all western Asia t&ey 


made their way, conquering nn em- 
pire. 
In southeastern Europe they 


swept to the Adriatic and far to the 
north, capturing the city founded by 
Constantino that for centuries Bad 
been the capital of the Roman empire, 
thus cutting off nearly one-half of 
Christendom. 
Then they turned to 


the south toward Africa. 
The seafs 


of the ancient civilizations were tlielra 
—Palestine, Greece and Egypt. Mov- 
ing west, they took all northern Africa. 


Even then their conquering career 


tlid not end. 
After reaching the At- 


lantic ocean on the west they again 
turned northward, overrunning Spain 
and 
crossing 
the 
mountains 
Into 


France. All of this vast territory they 
made their own in little less than a 
century. Europe was amazed and stu- 
pefied. It seemed that the whole world 
.was to be taken by the new faith. 
Not till Charles Martel won the battle 
of Tours was the career of triumphant 
Mohammedanism checked. 


The Crusades. 


For nearly four centuries Islam held 


her vast domain practically undisturb- 
ed. Then came the first crusade. In 
which Godfrey de Bouillon and his fel- 
low knijrhts captured Jerusalem. The 
advantage gained was only temporary, 
and other crusades followed, giving to 
history the romantic exploits of Rich- 
ard Coeur de Lion and St Louis. Once 
more Jerusalem 
\\ as captured for 


Christendom, but this again was a 
brief tiiumph.

Does it portend the ulti- 
mate dismembeiineut of the Ottoman 
empire and the disappearance of the 
crescent as a symbol of political pow- 
er in the world? However that may 
be, it seems certain that Tripoli is now 
lost to Turkey. 


Turkish Wavy a Joke. 


The military and naval situation 


gives all the advantage to Italy. Com- 
pared to the Italian navy, which ranks 
fifth among the navies of the world, 
that of Turkey is a Joke. This puts 
the armies of the sultan out of com- 
mission. They cannot cross the Medi- 
terranean sea-'fo protect Tripoli, for

the transports would~be captured~or 
SUUK by the Italians. 
They cannot 


cross the Adriatic and strike at Italy 
dnect foi the same reason. They can- 
not inarch through Austria, as that 
land is an ally of Italy, and the cross- 
ing of Austrian territory by a Turkish 
army •« ould be an unfriendly act. 
Thus Turkey is completely bottled up. 
XVhile her army Is numerically supe- 
rior to that of Italy and has seen re- 
cent service In the revolution "won by 
the Young Turks, it is entirely power- 
less in the present war. 
The only 


land forces with which Italy will have 
to contend aie those already In Trip- 
oli. 
It will doubtless take years for 


her to overcome the wild tribesmen to 
the south of the coast ports, but her 
occupation of the chief cities is already 
virtually an accomplished fact. 


As for Turkey's invasion of Thes- 


saly and the fear that she may even 
try to take Greece as a consolation 
prize for the loss of Tripoli, she is 
again helpless. The powers once be- 
fore forced her to give up Greece after 
she had virtually won a war with that 
country, and it Is certain that they 
would not permit her to tako Thessaly 
now. It Is for reasons like these that 
the "svnr is liable to be brief and that 
Italy 
TV ill doubtless have her way. 


"WMle German and English, papers 
have professed the greatest indigna- 
tion over Italy's precipitate action in 
declaring war, the governments of 
bulb countries have refused to inter 
•vene. 


Italy States Her Case. 


On her part Italy claims that her 


action was not precipitate and to 
prove this has given a long statement 
to the world, recounting the causes of 
her nctiou\ which go back for many 
years. 
I 


"The conflict which appears to have 


unexpectedly broken out between Italy 
nnd Turkey Is only the epilogue of a 
IOUE series of vexations and abuses, 
even more real than apparent, against 
Italy nnd Italians by the authorities 
of the Ottoman empire." the statement 
begins. 
«^ 


"For a long time innumerable com- 


plaints have been made to the royal 
government by our countrymen in ev- 
ery part of the empire, asking fir 
prompt justice for the many vexations 
and for denied justice for real, uulu^l 
impositions which they had to boar 
and the solution of which wasr eter- 
nally delayed. 


"A very serious case oceurrocT re- 


cently, the case of tho minor (riulia 
Franzoui, aged sixteen year'?, fraudu- 
lently abducted from her family of 
honest laborers employed in tho Otto- 
man railroad works of Adana. Said 
girl was seized, converted by force (o 
the Moslem faith ancl married by \'w- 
lence to a Mohammedan notwithstand- 
ing the protest of her parents, of for- 
eigners of other nationalities and the 
Intervention of the royal consulate and 
embassy. 
J*^ 


"The behavior of the Ottoman au- 


thorities in the lierl sea and on the' 
toast of Arabia, opposite (lie colony, 
»f Eritrea, has always been violent' 
tad provocative. 
The Incidents by! 


offense i«w gfren to tlie Italian 


tlag would be too many to enumerate. 
We bhall cite only a few which hap- 
pened under the new regime. 


An Act of Piracy. 


"On the 5th of June, 1909, the Turk- 


ish warship Nurahad, forty kilometers 
from the coast ot Turkey, took posses- 
sion by force of 2,340 talleri on boa id 
the Italian bark Sollma, a pirate act, 
\\ithout any reason whatever. 


"Recently some notoriety was given 


to the Incident of the steamship Ge- 
nova, seized by a Turkish warship, 
towed to Hodelda and subjected to an 
unjust proceeding of attempted appro- 
priation by force of arms. The Italian 
government, mo'.-ed by a spirit of con- 
ciliation, agreed to make an investiga- 
tion Into the matter In order to settle 
amicably the Incident The results of 
fcald investigation were such as to 
shame any government in what con- 
cerns tho conduct of the local func- 
tionaries. 


""But that was not enough-. While 


the Incident of the Geneva was being 
settled on Dec. 5, 1910, the comman- 
dant of a Turkish warship entered by 
force of arms on board the bark So- 
llma nnd forced the captain to turn 
over the mail of the merchantsr of 
Massaua. 


"Vexations "of other nature of no less 


importance were made against other 
barks from the colony of Eritrea be- 
longing to AH Ivozem and Kalid Bfa- 
inefl. 
While the Turkish authorities 


were perpetrating other vexations of 
minor Importance against other ves- 
sels, always willing to damage the 
commerce of the Italian colony of Eri- 
trea, on Aug. 21, 1911, in the hope of 
Impunity, they took vengeance on the 
cargoes from Eritrea on board the ves- 
sel Fath Esaon Kath Es Salem, beat- 
Ing the captain, throwing him into the 
sea and abandoning the damaged ves- 
sel after liavlng taken all the mer- 
chandise on board, the provisions of 
the crew included. 


Worse In Tripolitania. 


"The barks and the merchants of Eri- 


trea, terrified by the continuous dep- 
redations by the Turkish authorities 
on the coast of Arabia, have therefore 
relinquished in great part their busi- 
ness there, with great damage to the 
commerce of our colony. Tlie hostili- 
ties of the Ottoman authorities, at 
times openly and violently waged and 
at times deceitfully and spitefully,, as- 
sume still greater proportions in Tripo- 
lltania. 


"The 
valis rapidly succeed each

OF DIVINE PLAN 


All Greeds In Error as to the 


World's Ending, 


THE BIBLE MISUNDERSTOOD, 


Pastor Russell Says the Supposition 


that the Earth Will Ba Burned Is 
Unseriptural—What Is Meant Is the 
Destruction of Sin and the Over- 
throw of Evil—Following the Sym- 
bolic Fire Will Come a Blessing to 
Mankind—God's Scheme of Salvation 
Explained and Made Clear.

W., was crowded 
t o d a y to hear 
P a s t o r Russell. 
He spoke of mis- 
taken notions re 
the end of the 
world. He assur- 
ed his audience 
that "the earth 
abideth forever," 
^________^ and claimed er- 


rors were built 


upon misinterpretations of Scriptures 


We report him on Revelation x, C, 


7 as follows: 


Our text, with other Scriptural state- 


ments respecting the end of the world 
(for 
instance, St. Peter's statement, 


"The heavens being on fire shall be 
dissolved"), have led Christians in 
general to accept the theory that 
God has decreed that shortly, or at 
some time, our earth is to be burned. 
The early Church expected and prayed 
for the second coming of Messiah, to 
establish th^ Kingdom of righteous- 
ness, to overthrow sin and to release 
mankind from its bondage and weak- 
ness and from the power of death, and 
thus to bless the whole earth, restoring 
all things to .the glorious condition 
represented in miniature in Eden: man 
in perfection, with a Paradise home.— 
Acts iii, 19-21. 


But as centuries passed without the 


manifestation of Messiah's King'doin, 
tho^se expectations yielded to another 
suggestion, namely, that Jesus had not 
meant what had been understood, but 
meant that the Church should convert 
the world, under His supervision, dur- 
ing a period of a thousand years, and 
that then He would come and give 
their work His stamp Disapproval and 
wind things"-tip by taking all the 
saintly to heaven, ^setting fire to the 
earth to entirely consume it. 
Catholics and Protestants Much Con- 


fused. 


Both Catholics and Protestants have 


been operating in harmony with this 
erroneous thought. 
Catholics claim 


that the Kingdom of Messiah was set 
up long ago and that the popes and 
cardinals are representatives of Jesus 
and the Church. They claim that the 
Pope is Christ's Vice-gerent—that is to 
say. He reigns instead of Christ, as 
His representative. They claim that 
"the thousand years" is already in the 
past, since 1709, and that we are now 
In''the "little season" mentioned in 
Revelation xx, 3, in which Satan was 
to, be loosed, at the close of the 
tliousand years. 
. Many of them understand that Prot- 
estanisrn in general, and, particularly. 
Socialism and Free Masonry, 
are 


organizations 
of Satan, which will 


soon be destroyed in the burning up 
of the world. 


Protestants are also much confused 


on. the subject" They claim that we 
are in the reign of Messiah, but they 
are not sure when it beganor when it 
will end. Before Luther's 
day the 


Catholic view prevailed, but accord 
Ing to Luther's preaching the Papal 
claims were false, and later the Papal 
system was branded as Antichrist. 
Since then Protestants are in con- 
fusion. Some recognize the Church of 
England and its kingly head as God's 
Kingdom in the earth, but they admit 
that it has not yet conquered the 
earth, nor is God's will done as in 
heaven, even in the British Isles. The 
Church of Russia makes a similar 
claim to being the Kingdom of God, 
and honors the Pope ns the reigning 
representative of Messiah. Emperor 
William of Germany also has on his 
coins the lc%end that he is reigning 
"by the grace of God"—that his king- 
dom is a part of Messiah's Kingdom. 


But nil these theories Catholics and 


Protestants are now Ignoring. In the 
light of our day none dare preach such 
theories. 
With present-day enlighten- 


ment it seems foolish to declare that 
the various kingdoms of Europe are 
Messiah's Kingdom, and that they are 
establishing a reign of righteousness. 
The. costly preparations for war ronde 
by these very nations discredit entire- 
ly the claim that they are parts of 
Messiah's great Kingdom of righteous- 
ness and pence. 


All denominations engaged in mis- 


sionary 
work are 
professing 
the 


thought that soon the world will be 
converted; that the second coming of 
Christ will then take place, and then 
will come the consummation, and the 
burning of the .world. How strange. 
how Illogical! The heathen, according 
to reliable government statistics, are 
twice ns numerous today ns they were 
n century ngo. Six hundred millions 
there were then: there nre twelve hun- 
dred millions now. How long would 
It require, nt this rnte. to convert the 
world? And if the heathen were con- 
Verted to the same coalition of civ- 


Uization enjoyed in Europe and Amer- 
ica, could we claim tneu that God's 
will was done on earth as it is done 
in heaven? Assuredly not. 


Thank God. the second coming of 


Messiah will not delay uutii the world 
Is converted and God's will fully doue 
and the plan of salvation ended. 
Quite to the contrary. His coming is 
for the very purpose of bringing all 
things into subjection to the Father's 
will. He comes that He may reign as 
King of kings and Lord of lords, in 
association with His Church. He will 
not reign through a representative or 
vice-gerent, but personally, and "unto 
Him every knee shall bow and every 
tongue confess" to the glory of God. 
In His day the righteous shall flour- 
ish, and the evit-doers shall be cut off. 
The faithful Church, sharing in her 
Lord's resurrection, the First Resur- 
rection, to glory, honor and Immortali- 
ty, will be His associate kings and 
priests, to reign for a thousand years. 
(Revelation xx, G.) 


Fire Symbolical of Destruction. 


Let us examine-some texts which 


seem to teach that our earth will be 
destroyed by flre, and note that they 
are symbolical. "Fire" is frequently 
used in the Scriptures as a symbol of 
destruction. 
Thus the Church is ex- 


horted to mortify or kill the fleshly 
nature, and is told that the fiery 
trials of life will assist them in this 
work. 
The opposition of enemies is 


to be destroyed by works of jnercy 
and kindness, which, figuratively, will 
be "coals *bf fire upon their heads." 
St Peter mentions special trials and 
tribulations coming upon the Church, 
designed to purify her—purge out and 
destroy the dross. 
He says:. "Think 


it not strange concerning the fiery 
trial which is to try you, as though 
some strange thing happened unto 
you."—1 Peter iv, 12. 


St. Paul refers to special trials upon 


the Church in the end of the Gospel 
Age, 
which will consume false doc- 


trines, human traditions, etc., and all 
false faith, but which will leav-e ^un- 
scathed the true Faith and' true char- 
acters. He says: "If any man build 
upon this foundation gold, silver, pre- 
cious atones, wood, hay, stubble, ev- 
ery man's work shall be made mani- 
fest, for the day shall declare it, be- 
cause it shall be revealed by fire; and 
the fire shall try every man's work of 
what sort it is. If any man's work 
abide which he hath built thereupon, 
he shall receive a reward. 
If any 


man's work shall be burned, he shall 
suffer loss; but he himself shall be 
saved, yet so as by fire."—I Corin- 
thians iii, 12-15. 


These various Scriptures 
do not 


prove that the world could not be de- 
stroyed by fire in a literal way, but 
they do prove that "fire" is very fre- 
quently mentioned in the Bible in a 
figurative or symbolical manner. We 
might multiply the instances: "Our 
-God is a consuming fire"—as regards 
everything contrary to righteousness; 
the symbolical "lake of fire." in the 
book of Revelation, is explained to sig- 
nify the Second Death, utter destruc- 
tion, without hope of recovery. 


World Burning Unscriptural. 


The supposition that the earth will 


be destroyed by fire, either soon or 
ever, would be contrary to the state- 
ment that "the earth abideth forever," 
and the declaration that God formed It 
not in vain, but formed it to be in- 
habited. (Isaiah xlv, 18.) One of.the 
very strong passages which seems to 
teach that the earth will be devoured 
by fire is found in Zephaniah iii. 8: 
"Wait ye upon Me, saith the Lord, un- 
til that Day that I rise up to the prey, 
for My determination is to gather the 
nations, that I may assemble the king- 
doms, to pour upon them Mine indig- 
nation, even all My fierce auger; for 
the whole earth shall be devoured with 
the fire of My jealousy"—anger. 


That the fire of God's anger which 


will come upon the world will not de- 
stroy the physical earth, witb all its 
inhabitants, but will destroy the evil 
of present institutions, is shown by the 
succeeding sentence, which declares: 
"Then will I turn to the people a pure 
Message, thnt they may all call upon 
the name of the Lord to serve Him 
with one consent." If the fire of this 
text were literal, the earth and its peo- 
ple would be no more, but as symbol- 
ical fire it is perceived that It Is a burn- 
ing against unrighteousness, iniquity, 
sin, the overthrow of all Institutions of 
evil, and the awakening of mankind 
and preparing them to hear the Voice 
of God. the language of the Truth, 
the Divine Message. 


What we have seen prepares us for 


the somewhat more difficult statement 
of St. Peter: "The Day of the Lord 
will come as a thief in the night, in 
the which the heavens shall pass away 
with a great noise, and the elements 
shall melt with fervent heat; the earth 
also, and the works that are therein, 
shall be burned up. * * * The heavens, 
being on flre, shall be dissolved, and 
the elements shall melt with fervent 
heat. 
Nevertheless we. according to 


His promise, look for a New Heavens 
and a Now Earth, wherein dwelleth 
righteousness." 
(II Peter iii. 10-13.) 


To harmonize these words of St. Peter 
with other Bible statements, we must 
consider the "fire" here mentioned to 
be symbolical. Not only the earth is 
to be consumed, but the heavens also. 
The "heavens" will take fire first and 
be dissolved. 


What heavens shall we suppose nre 


hero referred to?—not the liter.il, stnrry 
heavens, nor even our" atmospheric 
heavens, nor yet the heaven of Divine 
Presence and glory. The church sys- 
tems, the ecclesiastical powers, nre 
symbolically referred to ns the "heav- 
ens," at the present time, supervising 
iind over-ruling the temporal and so- 
cial nrrnngMYienls which nre repre- 
r,entrd by the "earth." The "earth" 
represents orgnnlzed society, as in con- 


trast with the "sea," wnich symbolical- 
ly represents disorganized society, the 
uncivilized aud all who are rebellious 
against governments. When the "heav- 
ens" iecclesiastical powers] of the 
present time shall be "dissolved," it 
will be with a great noise, with great 
confusion, commotion. 
Ecclesiastical 


institutions of the present time are in 
a very troubled condition, though they 
are in no danger of Immediate col- 
lapse- The principal outcry is that 
few attend church services, :iiid that 
the collections are small. 


St. Peter's words indicate, a crisis in 


ecclesiastical affairs stil! future. The 
Scriptures show- us that a great Fed- 
eration is seemingly bringing Ecclesi- 
asticism. into greater power than it 
has exercised in years. Other intima- 
tions of Scripture lead us to expect 
that that federative organization will 
attempt a rigid control of the world 
through affiliation with political and 
civil power, and that a considerable 
measure of success will load to intoxi- 
cation on the subject and un attempt 
to take away the liberties of the peo- 
ple entirely, the result of which will 
be a great explosion, or a great "earth 
quake," in the symbolical language of 
Scripture. 
It will be then that the 


heavens will take fire and be consum- 
ed with a great noise, commotion, dis- 
aster, etc. And the commotion will 
include the social order. The elements 
will melt with the intensity of the 
heat, the strife, which will then be 
engendered. The elements of society 
are those mutual. advantages and as- 
sistances of good "people, upon which 
the stability of government rests. 


The Bible clearly intimates that the 


condition of affairs symbolized by the 
melting of society and the disintegrat- 
ing of its elements- in the great heat 
of strife at that time will be the re- 
sult of superstition and fear. The end 
will be anarchy, or as the Bible de- 
clares, "Every man's hand will be 
against his neighbor." 
Selfishness will 


be the predominating, ruling principle. 


The Symbolic Fire Useful. 


The question arises. Why should 


God permit the fall of our Christian 
systems, which certainly have done 
much that is morally assistful to the 
world? And why should He permit 
the overthrow of the present order of 
things, which certainly is much more 
advantageous than anarchy and dis- 
order? The Bible answer is that God 
is not forcing this Issue, but is merely 
allowing mankind to work out these 
results. The trouble and disaster will 
corae as the natural result of ignoring 
the principles of Divine Law. Ecclesi- 
asticism Is unauthorized to claim that 
it is God's Kingdom, invested with 
Divine power and authority to rule the 
world. This fallacious claim and the 
attempt to enforce it will bring upon 
it the "fire" which will consume. 


The world, neglectful of the Golden 


Rule, and obeying the false standard 
that "might makes right," will over- 
throw society by precipitating a con- 
flict between the two great parties— 
the capitalists, trusts, kings and princes 
on the one hand, and labor unions and 
the masses on the other hand. Each 
will feel that a death struggle has 
arrived and that the battle must be 
fought Each will feel unwarrantedly 
self-confident of victory. According to 
the Bible, the result will be the com- 
jMete wreck of our present society, 
symbolically pictured as "fire." 


But the Lord through the Prophet 


Zephaniah points out that, following 
this time of "fire" and trouble, will 
come a blessing to the earth. So also 
He declares through St. Peter, that 
following the symbolic fire, will come 
"a New Heaven" and a new earthly 
condition, the basic principle of which 
will be righteousness; and the Prophet 
Zephaniah says that then God's Mes- 
sage, in Its purity, shall reach the 
people. Both statements are 
true 


On the ruins of our present civiliza- 
tion, when mankind will be sick at 
heart with the failure of what they 
had considered to be the Brain Age, 
they will look to the Lord, to whom 
they should have looked sooner. They 
will perceive the coming reign of right- 
eousness and will say, "Lo this is our 
God, 
we have waited for Him and He 


will deliver us." (Isaiah xxv, 0.) Then 
the Prophet declares. "The desire of 
all nations shall come." (Haggai ii, 7.) 


All nations are desiring blessing, 


prosperity, and God desires that all 
shall have these very favors, and they 
will be obtainable through Messiah's 
Kingdom. Then the blessing of man- 
kind will begin. The Messianic King- 
dom, 
Invisible but All-Powerful, will 


be thoroughly manifest In its dealings 
and Its righteous judgments will have 
control. 
The 
blessing 
will come 


through Israel, extending to and In- 
cluding "nil the families of the earth." 


How grand the thought that the 


New Heavens will be the new ecclesi- 
astical powers—the glorified Church— 
Christ and His Bride in glory and 
power. The New Earth mentioned by 
the Apostle will be the new organiza- 
tion of humnn society, along the lines 
of righteousness—the Golden Rule. 


We have not forgotten our text. 


What we have said Is in line with it. 
It requires the addition of one word 
to make its meaning clear. The Mys- 
tery of God, which has been kept se- 
cret from the foundation of the world, 
shall be finished, completed, no longer 
a mystery. 
"And the angel swar^ 


* * * that the time should bo no 
longer 
[delayed]." 
(Revelation x. 


G. 7.) This has no reference to the 
end of time. Time cnn never end. 
Other Scriptures show that we nre liv- 
ing very near the finish, the comple- 
tion of Hie Church, which is the "Mys- 
tery." 
(Ephosinns iii, 3-G: v. :!2.") 


With the completion of the Cht'rch 
(the 
"Mystery") will begin the fulfil- 


ment of nil the glorious promises of 
tho Bible respecting the lifting of '.he 
curse from the earth, nnd (be Divine 
blessing upon all earthly things.
